Telling how the murder of Mrs. 


.Susan B. Clark at Orange City last 
week recalls the Packwood murder 
of 28 years ago, the Daytonia Daily 
News says: 


A watch dropped by the murderer 


of Mrs. Susan B. Clark at Orange 
City during the night of last Tuesday 
may be the means of apprehending 
the murderer, and at present seems 


TO be the only tangible clue. 
The 


watch bears the appearance of being 
a watch such as a railroad man 
might carry. The authorities do not 
however, connect any rail road man 
with the crime, but believe the watch 
was stolen from some railroad man 
by a negro. The watch bears three 
jeweler's repair marks and Sheriff 
Morris hopes to be able to locate 
some jeweler who repaired the watch 
and in that way be able to locate the 
owner of the watch . It is thought 
that the owner of the watch may be 
able to give some Information as to 
how it happened to be found in the 
room of the murdered woman. 


Will Filed for Probate 


The will of Mrs. Clark has been 


filed for probate, but 
the 
legatees 


named in the will died before the tes- 
tator. A search among the 'effects of 


Mrs. 
Clr.rk fails to locate any trace 


that will lead to the location of her 
heirs. She left an,estate valued at 
probably $25,000. 


Equals Packwood Murder 


The Susau B. Clark murder is the 


most atrocious committed in Volusia 
county since the famous 
Packwood 


murder at Oak Hill in 1891, the facts 
of which will be remembered by res- 
idents of the county who were here at 
that time. The case against the al- 
leged assailants was tried in the Vol- 
•asia county circuit court, it being 
-charged that Irving Jenkins, William 
A. McRae and Marion Clinton, all 
.residents of the Oak Hill-New Smyrna 
district had 
foully 
murdered

Adelaide Bruce, Mrs. Hatch, a four- 
year-old 
Paikwood 
boy and 
Mrs. 


Hatch's little son. The case was sent 
to the Lake county courts, and to the 
supreme court of the state and the 


• three men tried for

The story of the crime was one of 


the most gruesome tales of murder 
-ever committed. In December, 1891, 
•Francis Packwood. who witli his sis- 
ter-in-law. Miss Adelaide Bruce, and 
his four-yyear-old son, lived on the 
Hillsboro river, about half way be- 


, 
tween the towns of New Smyrna and 
Oak Hill. Mr Fackwood's house was 
somewhat isolated, being immediately 
on the river and about one mile east 
of what is now known as the Dixie 
Highway. A few days preceding the 


12th 
of December. 1891. Mr. Packwood 


left his place to make a few days' 
vr.it in Orange county, and, as was 
hi« custom on remaining from home 
over night, he induced a Mrs Hatch 
Ming a few miles distant, to stay 
with his family until his return.

If the permission of the cemetery 


association for this work to be done 
can be obtained Mr. Anders will have 
plans and specifications prepared and 
get an estimate on what the cost will 
be for erecting such a shelter. 
The 


money now on hand will be used for 
this purpose and additional funds will 
be asked to complete the work. Any 
person interested may hand any con- 
tributions they wish to make toward 
this fund to Mr. Anders, who has a 
list of all the persons who donated 
time, labor, materials and cash for 
the cleaning of the premises last 
week.

KILLING OF MRS. CLARK AT OR- 


ANGE CITY BRINGS TO MEM- 


ORY 
BRUTAL CRIME OF 
28 


YEARS AGO. ' 


Telling how the murder of Mrs. 


.Susan B. Clark at Orange City last 
week recalls the Packwood murder 
of 28 years ago, the Daytonia Daily 
News says: 


A watch dropped by the murderer 


of Mrs. Susan B. Clark at Orange 
City during the night of last Tuesday 
may be the means of apprehending 
the murderer, and at present seems 


TO be the only tangible clue. 
The 


watch bears the appearance of being 
a watch such as a railroad man 
might carry. The authorities do not 
however, connect an.v rail road man 
with the crime, but believe the watch 
was stolen from some railroad man 
by a negro. The watch bears three 
jeweler's repair marks and Sheriff 
Morris hopes to be able to locate 
some jeweler who repaired the watch 
and in that way be able to locate the 
owner of the watch . It is thought 
that the owner of the watch may be 
able to give some information as to 
how it happened to be found in the 
room of the murdered woman.

Equals Packwood Murder 


The Susau B. Clark murder is the 


most atrocious committed in Volusia 
county since the famous 
Packwood 


murder at Oak Hill in 1891, the facts 
of which will be remembered by res- 
idents of the county who were here at 
that time. The case against the al 
leged assailants was tried in the Vol- 
usia county circuit court, it being 
•charged that Irving Jenkins, William 
A. McRae and Marion Clinton, all 
.residents of the Oak Hill-New Smyrna 
district had 
foully 
murdered 
Miss 


Adelaide Bruce, Mrs. Hatch, a four- 
year-old 
Paikwood 
boy and 
Mrs 


Hatch's little son. The case was sent 
to the Lake county courts, and to the 
supreme court of the state and the 


• three men tried for 
murder finally 


gained their freedom. 


The story of the crime was one of 


the most gruesome tales of murder 
-ever committed. In Dei ember. 1S91 
Francis Packwood. who with his sis 
ter-in-Iaw. Miss Adelaide Bruce, and 
his foiir-yyear-old son, lived on the 
Hillsboro river, about half way be 
tween the towns of New Smyrna and 
Oak Hill. Mr Packwood's house wai 
somewhat isolated, being immediatel} 
on the river and about one mile eas 
of what is now known as the Dixie 
Highway. A few days preceding the 


12th 
of December. 1891. Mr. Packwooi 


left his place to make a few days 
vi-it in Orange county, and, as wa;
